Connery said he would insist on at 
least a $16 minimum weekly wage 
for employes engaged in interstate 
commerce or producing goods for 
interstate shipm ent.

He added there m ight be many 
changes in the measure, but Con­ 
nery predicted congress would ap­ 
prove the bill "just about as it is.”

entirely in recent opinions. The la­ 
bor standards legislation proposed 
to congress Monday, he said, some 
day would present a completely new 
issue to the court.
